onbt that the event yono anticipated has oo
curred, that cleotors iave boen chosan, Bosuring
the election of Lincolu, and I will answer on
that supposition,

My home is 8o jsolated that T have had no In-
tercourse with those who might huve alded me
in forming an opinlon as to the effect produoced
on the miod of oar reupin by the resualt ot phe
recent election, and the impressions which I
communicate nre founded upon antecedent ox-
pressions,

1. I doubt mot tho Gov'r of Misal, has con-
vokod the Leglslsture to assemble within the
present month, to docide npon the eourde whioh
the Stateshoukdadopt in the pressant emorgency,
Whether the Leglsiatoro will direol the call of
a couvention of Lhe Siate, or appoint delegntes
W aeconvention of suoch Houthern Statoes as mny
be willing to consult together for the adoption
of & Bouthern plan of actlon, 1s doubiful,

2, If a Convention of the Biate were avsem-
hled, the proposition to seoeds from the Unlon,
independently of support from nelghboring
Btates, would probably fall.

4. 1f Bonth Carolioa should first secede, and
slig alone should take such sotlon, the position
of Migal, would probably be changed by that
fact, A powerfulobstacle Lo the separate acstion
of Migsl, Is the want of a port, from wnieh fol-
lows Lhe conseguence Lthal, her trade belng still
condueted thirough the ports of the Unlon, her
revenue would be diverted from her own sup-
port to thatof a foreign Government, and belug
geographically uncounected with SBouth Caros
Una, an alllance with ner would not vary that
stato of case. [sle.)

4. The propriety of separate secession by Ho
Ca. depends o mooh npon collateral guestions
that I find it diMenlt to respond Lo your last
inguiry for the want of knowledge which would
enable me Lo eatimate the valae of the elemenits
involved in the issue, thoungh exterior to your
Blate. Georgla I1s necessary Lo conneet you wikn
Alabama, and thus to make effectual the eo-
operalion of Misxd, IfGeorgin would be lost by
immediate action, bat could begalned by delay
it seems clear to me thal you should walt. it
the secession of 30, Ca, should be followed by
an sttempt Lo conree ber back Into the Unlon,
that sct of usurpation, folly, and wickednes
wounld enlist eyvery true Southern man for her
defense. Ifit were attempted to blockade her
ports and destroy her trade, n lke result woald
be produced, and the commercial world woald
probably be added to her allles, It 18 therefors

robable that nelther of these measures wounli

ndopted by any Adminlstration, but that
Federal ships would be sent to collect the duties
on imports outside of the bar, that the commar-
cial nations would feel little interest in Lhat,
and the Boulhern States would have litlle power
to counternot i,

The plapting States have A common interest
of such magnitnde that thelr union, sooner or
later, for Lthe protection of that Ilnterest Is cor-
tain, Uwnfited they will have ample power for
Ltheli own Rrolmuon. and thelr exports will
make for them mllies of all commercial and
mnnnfamurluf pPowers,

The new Stales have a holerogeneouns popula-
tion, and will be slower and less upnanimouns
thaun shose in whilch there is less of the North-
ern element in the body politie but interests
control the polley of States, and florlly all the
planting communitlies must reach Lhe same
conclusion, My opinlon is, therefore, ns It hus
been, in favor of seeking to bring those States
into co-operation before asking for a popular

o "f"llpvrﬂnl ng lnsurreoction, disorder, or vio-
encethe Military Commisalonersars given oom-
mandoft hn?mleenrummnna the power of coun-
ties In nddition to the troops that may be plaeod
al thelir disposal; and all police ofMeers, ahorlily,
constables, and other persons, are required in
sach cases to obey and execute the orders
of the Milltmy Commissioners. For the
purposo  of proiecting lodividuals in tholr
rlﬁghla of [)--nou and nrolrcrty. and of bringing
offenders to justios, the Millilary Commiusioners
are olothed with all the powers of justloes of n
gounty or police magistrate of a oliy, and will
